Our hero stops his horse and turns around. 
There on the horizon is a cloud of dust. He 
needs no spy glass to tell him what it signifies. 
For the hunter has now become the hunted. 
Brave Sheriff Ben McKeon has a tough problem 
on his hand. He had been in search of the Kemp 
Brothers for a week. The two of them were 
wanted for killing an unarmed prospector or 
Ridge Creek. He had picked up their trail. 

But the rifle scabbard on his horse is empty. 
His Winchester is missing. When he stopped 
at the Blacksmith's to have his horse reshoed; 
the gun was in the scabbard. Could it all have 
been part of a trick? A well planned scheme 
to finish him off? For they could iire at him 
with their rifles feeling he couldn't reach them 
with his two six shooters. The matter of range 
of fire was now a, question of life and death. 

He pushed his weary horse on to the utmost. 
Then stopped when he found a suitable spot 
for his -defense. He dismounted and opened his 
saddle bags. He carried plenty of spare ammu- 
nition for just such an emergency. Then he took 
out a metal frame that resembled the stock of 
a rifle. In his left holster he carried what had 
come to be known as the "Buntline Special." 
It was in .45 caliber with a 16 inch barrel. He 
attached the special stock and waited. 

Soon the two killers came in sight. They dis- 
mounted and took their rifles from the scab- 
bards. They had judged their distance according 
to their plan. The sheriff was within fire of 
their rifles but they were not within fire from 
his revolvers. They in turn opened fire first and 
missed. Six shots came in succession from that 
rifle-revolver. Three of the bullets found their 
mark. Both killers were badly wounded, but 
they would live until brought back to Dodge 
City. There they would stand trial and be con- 
victed. That unusual revolver-rifle had saved 
t he life and the day for'Sheriff Ben McKeon. 

The idea of fastening a shoulder stock on 
the early heavy barrel revolvers was thought 



up by civilians. They were thus making a ser- 
viceable repeating shoulder arm which could be 
used to good advantage in repelling Indian 
attacks on their covered wagons. Finally Colt 
Company decide/! to apply the same- idea to a 
full fledged rifle. Consequently the 1885 model 
revolving rifle was adopted by the armed ser- 
vice of the United States. This caliber .58 weap- 
on had a full length rifle barrel; The cylinder 
was long enough to hold the large powder 
charge and conical bullet. The Colt method of 
ramming the charge in the cylinder by a hinged 
lever was employed, a device which had proved 
popular on revolvers. 

One of the features of the weapon failed to 
work properly under field conditions. The nip- 
ples that held the. percussion cap were set in 
a recessed opening in an attempt to protect the 
cap and the primer from weather conditions,, 
which they did successfully. But in field use as 
the soldier loaded the cylinders, he placed too 
much pressure on the loading lever. This force 
would rupture the paper cartridge where, it 
bottomed at the aft end of the cylinder. This 
caused loose powder to spill through the hole 
in the nipple. Since it was too dangerous to 
cover the nipple with a percussion cap while 
loading, the grains of powder would lodge in 
the . recess connected to other nipples. 

During the firing the heavy rifle barrel had 
to be supported by the hand. This had not been 
necessary in the revolver equipped with the 
shoulder stock. Sometimes loose powder from 
a faulty cap or gas leak would cause other cham- 
bers to be ignited. When this happened, the 
soldier using the piece lost his hand or the 
portion of his arm that happened to be in front 
of the exploding cylinder. 

One such accident in a regiment destroyed 
not only confidence" in the weapon but the 
morale of soldiers and officers alike. Before 
the Civil War many a regular was on the pen- 
sion roll for having lost his hand in line of 



duty. The duty being, in most cases, nothing 
more than target practice with the new repeat- 
ing rifle. 

These accidents had become so common that 
some company commanders ordered the men to 
lower the loading level and Co hold it in the 
left hand. This placed the hand out of range 
of the gas leak where the . cylinder chamber 
alined with the bore of the barrel. Thus, should 
the chamber explode, the shooter was safe from 
the hail of lead and steel. Other officers pro- 
tected their men in a different manner. They 
had the soldiers load just one of the chambers. 
By this simple method of converting to a single 
shot weapon, they eliminated the hazard of 
blowing up the weapon. 

The total failure of the Army's first official 
attempt to introduce a repeating shoulder weap- 
on into the service gave the conservative element 
a chance to point out the inevitable disaster that 
always follows any such departure from what 
has proved successful over the years. Finally a 
board of officers met. After hearing all the 
evidence, they ordered that the Colt's use be 
discontinued and the pieces sold for whatever 
price cohld be obtained. The highest bid was 
42 cents a rifle. 

While the weapon's danger to personnel 
using it had undoubtedly been bad, the effect 
of its reputation on the trend toward repeating 
action guns was almost fatal so far as our mili- 
tary forces were concerned. For, after the dis- 
creditable showing of the Colt revolving rifle, 
'no officer cared to stake his career on any such 
•contrivance. Especially since the Colt revolver, 
which the weapon so closely copied, had been 
'such a huge success. They simply could not 
understand why a trivial change in design could 

rsult in such disaster. 
Of course, the moment you had the revolver 
using a metallic cartridge, the situation was com- 
'.pletely different. The popularity of the Colt 
revolver was in no way diminished. Now upon 
the scene appears a fantastic man by the name 
of Edward S. C. Judson. He was also known 
as Ned BuntHne. He was what best can be de- 
scribed as the leading western pulp writer of 
*his day. He also became famous as the man who 
promoted Buffalo Bill. Ned Buntline wrote a 
•play — Buffalo Bill acted in it. He called in. 
'"Scouts of the Plains." With Texas Jack in it 
' the play should have been a failure. But who 
scared? The public took to the idea of real west- 
erners and bad as the play was, it became a tre- 
I mendous success and made a lot of money for 
Buffalo Bill and Ned BuntHne. 
- Ned Buntline was on the look out for more 



and more material for his stories. The fame of 
Wyatt Earp was spreading. So our writer went 
to his desk and started turning out more and 
more western stories. Then he paid a visit to 
Dodge City. According to one version, Ned 
Buntline was so grateful to the Dodge City 
peace officers for the material he got from them, 
that he decided to get them something special 
in guns. He sent to the Colt's factory for five 
special .45 six guns of regulation single action, 
but with barrels four inches longer than the 
standard — a foot in length — which made 
each 18 inches overall. Each gun had a demount- 
able walnut rifle stock with a thumbscrew at- 
tachment to fit the weapon for a shoulder piece ; 
in long range shooting. The walnut butt of each 
gun had the word "Ned" carved deeply into 
the wood.eWith each gun came a hand-tooled 
holster made especially for the gun. Ned Bunt- 
line gave one of these specials to Wyatt Earp, 
Charlie Bassett, Bat Masterson, Bill Tilghman, 
and Neal Brown. 

However it would seem as the result of re- 
search that Ned Buntline did not originate these 
special guns. He saw them at the Colt exhibit 
in 1876 in Philadelphia. Evidently Colt gave 
these long barreled revolvers no particular name 
except that they were "Colt's pistols with car- 
bine barrel and attachable stock." Ned Bunt- 
line bought them for about $26.00 each. Soon 
the "Buntline Special" became as famous as its 
main owner, Wyatt Earp. 

We do know that this gun was used in 
the O.K. Corral fight at Tombstone. That long 
barrel on the pistol' served for another purpose. 
A man is resisting arrest. No need to shoot him. 
One smack on the head with the barrel and he 
is out cold. When he opens his eyes he finds 
himself behind bars of his jail, 

1 have seen other types of pistols, revolvers, 
and semi-automatic guns with demountable 
stocks. However, through an interpretation of 
the National Firearms Act of 1934, the com- 
bination is considered as a "firearm" as defined 
by the Act. What does this mean? That the pis- 
tol or revolver without the stock is legal but 
with the stock attached it is considered as a 
sawed-off shotgun or rifle which may be con- 
cealed upon the person and therefore illegal. 
The history of revolvers and rifles is closely 
connected with the development of the West 
as well as the growth of our armed forces. Per- 
haps someday in the future we will have a re- 
volver that shoots atomic bullets. What a sur- 
prise it will be for the Martians!
